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De Gaulle States 


He'll Run Algeria; 
Junta Is Told Off 


ORAN, Algeria (UPI)—Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
announced Friday he will run Algeria himself from 
Paris and warned mutinous public safety committees 
not to tamper with his authority. 


The premier told municipal 
and departmental administra- 
tion officials at the Oran Prefec- 
ture (governor's) Palace he had 
named Gen. Reoul Selan, the 
French commander in chief, as 
his “delegate general” in Alge 
ria. 


The tough 58-year-old career 
officer, France's most decorated 
soldier, never agreed to sit in 
on any public safety committee, 
His nomination apparently 
dashed hopes of many Euro- 
peens in Algeria to see the cri- 
tical post awarded to right 
wing Deputy Jacques Soustelle. 


De Gaulle made the stern an- 
nouncement a few hours before 
boarding his Caravelle jet-liner 
to fiy back from his three-day 
fact-finding tour of Algeria, 

He told the assembled not- 
ables in Oran, Algeria's second 
largest city and a busv western 
port, “The Algerian movement 
has achieved its target—in other 
words a change of government 
in Paris and a clarification of 
our national policy in Algeria. 
The elements which had taken 
part in that clearly must change 
their (political) orientation 
now. 

“It is not up to them to sub 
stitute themselves to the au- 
thorities and to infringe upon 
their (the authorities) powers.” 

De Gaulle said the public 
safety committees must limit 
themselves to “using their in- 
fluence in order to obtain ‘an 
integration of souls.” Here they 
have a great role to play.” 

“There is no question now for 
them to do more than that,” De 
Gaulle said. 

The prefecture meeting was 
attended by high administra- 
tion officials, members of the 
bar, prelates, university profes- 
_ sors, generals and other high 
officers. 

The committees were still 
making gestures of defiance 
to the new Premier. Thursday 
night a committee spokesman 
said the groups would stay in 
power regardiess of De Gaulle’s 
rise to power. 

Committee vice president 
Leon Delbecque issued a state- 
ment saying the May 13 rebels 
had “not crossed the Rubicon 
just to go fishing,” an indication 
they still were not satisfied. 
But his statement, recorded for 
broadcast over Algiers Radio, 
was not put on the air or print- 
ed in the newspapers. 

De Gaulle was accompanied 
at Oran by Jacques Soustelle, 
one of the brains of the A\l- 
gerian revolt, and by the fiery 
Delbecque who still demands 
that De Gaulle scrap the Fourth 
Republic.

nounced plans here Thursday to 
get the Algerian question before 
the U.N. General Assembly 
again this yeer for the fourth 
time. 


Mohammed Yazid, spokesman 
for the rebel Algerian Front of 
National Liberation, said state 
ments of new French Premier 
Charlies de Geulle showed “he 
deliberately ignored the funda- 
mental lasue in Aigeria—that is, 
the struggle of an entire people 
for independence.” 


“The only prospect left to us,” 
he said, “is the prospect of war 
—a war We are sure to win in 
the end.” 


Yazid said his office would ask 
the Asian-African group of 25 
U.N. delegations to meet next 
week and start drafting a re 
quest that the Algerian ques- 
tion be put on the Assembly's 
agenda for its three-month 13th 
annual session to start Sept. 16.

leave the area last week to 
escape radioactive contamina- 
tion from U.S. nuclear tests.

The paper said the ship was 
operating west of the Marianas 
Islamis and north of the Caro- 
line Islands—some 2,000 miles 
west of the nuclear test area. 

Thé report said that, starting 
May 23, the Russians began to 
detect Increased radioactivity 
in rain water,

the radioactivity reached

Massu, De Gaulle Clash 

PARIS (AP)—Paris news- 
papers warned Friday that 
Premier Charies de Gaulle may 
have trouble controlling the 
committees of public safety 
which have ruled Algeria since 
May 13. 

Some commentators saw, in 
repeated references t© “lbvalty, 
honesty and discipline” of the 
French army, an attempt to dif- 
ferentiate between army officers 
om those committees and civil- 
lana who served on them.

Gaulle's troubles were based on 
what was reported as a stormy, 
closed meeting of the Algiers 
Public Safety Committee on 
Wednesday.

¥1,000 notes in four. 

Apparently, it was all the 
money he had. Dejectedly and 
with many apologies he paid 
the bill with the torn notes and 
left. The manager took the 
torn pieces but had patched 
them together wrong.

books Norman wrote on Japa- 
nese historical subjects. 

Genji Okubo, Canadian Em- 
bassy employe and translator 
into Japanese of most of Nor 
man’s books, said Mrs. Norman 
asked in a letter last fall that 
the scholarship fund be estab- 
lished. 

The award is to be made for 
outstanding historical studies 
on modern Japanese political, 
economic and cultural subjects. 

Okubo said Mrs. Norman ask- 
ed him “to consult Prof. Shi- 
geto Tsuru and set up the 
fund.” 

Tsuru in the spring of 1057 
was questioned by the U.S, In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee 
about reports he had Commu- 
nist affiliations during student 
days in the United States. Nor- 
man’s name was brought into 
the testimony.

Expansion of Japan's econo 
my depends chiefly on increase 
of exports, particularly of heavy 
and chemical industry products, 
according to & 1958 White Paper 
on Foreign Trade. 

The White Paper, issued by 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and industry yesterday, 
also stressed the need of posi- 
tively promoting economic coop- 
eration with underdeveloped na- 
tions to secure stable markets 
for Japanese goods and assured 
sources of raw materials for 
Japan. 

The 2,000-wo per, analyz- 
Ing the 1957 Saks f Japanese 
foreign trade, noted that a crisis 
affecting Japan’s international 
accounts arose due to a sharp 
increase of imports during the 
first half of the year but that 
thie was eased by successful 
curbing of the imports during 
the latter half. 

Sharp Import Rise 

Tt sald imports during the 
firet half showed a sharp rise 
of 56 per cent over the cor: 
respomding period of the previ- 
ous year but the restrictions 
imposed by the Government 
limited the increase during the 
latter half to 12 per cent over 
the like period of the preceding 
year. 

Japan was revealed to have 
exported ai relatively small 
amount of heavy and chemical 
Industry products wherea* 
these products chalked up a big 
advance in workiwide exports. 
Moreover, markets for Japanese 
exports were mostly insecure, it 
added. 

The paper, therefore, declar- 
ed that the Government needed 
to extend positive assistance, 
such es grant of credits, for pro- 
motion of economic cooperation 
with underdeveloped nations. 

Highlights of the paper are as 
follows: 

Japen during 1957 received 
$3,640 million worth of foreign 
exchange and paid out $4,180 
million, registering an unfavor- 
able balance of $530 million. 

During the first half, the un- 
favorable balance amounted to 
same $400 million. t the ad- 
verse swing turned” favorable 
in October, thanks to the tight 
money policy. This trend has 
continued up to the present. 

World Economy 

The world economy during 
1957 turned downward with 
production activities of indus- 
trial nations either leveling off 
or going down. 

As this result, increase of ex- 
ports by all nations of the world 
during 1957 was limited to a 
relatively small figure of 7 per 
cent over the previous year and 
import 9 per cent. 

Under such circumstances, 
disperity of trade expansion be 
tween imdustrial and nonindus- 
trial nations became conspicu- 
ous and the worldwide dollar 
shortage was fostered. 


1957 Exports 

The 11957 exports, based 
on Customs statistics, aggregated 
$2,560 million in value, register- 
ing an increase of $360 million 
or 14 per cent over the preced- 
ing year. The pace of in- 
crease, however, had been slow- 
ing down for the past few years. 

A healthy increase was seen 
in all categories of commodities 
but one. Machinery was up 29 
per cemt, chemicais 18 per cent, 
textiles 17 per cent and sundries 
1S per cent. Metals showed an 
exceptional loss of 5 per cent. 
In the machinery group, ships 
gained no less than 32 per cent 
and outran all other items, in- 
cluding cotton goods. 

‘As for regions Europe, 
Oceania and Africa each bought 
around 30 per cent more than 
the preceding year, but Asia 
and North America, so far 
the best markets, lagved behind. 
All the better market areas— 
excepting Liberia, which chiefly 
purchased Japanese  ships— 
took more Japanese textiles, 
sundries and light machinery, 
the nation’s favorite items in 
trade competition. The Asian 
markets took less capital goods. 
Import Pigures 
1957 §©6imports, also 
based on custorns tabulation. 
totaled $4,250 million, a marked 
rise of $1,050 million or 33 per 
cent over the preceding year. 
The rate of increase was as 
much as 56 per cent higher than 
the comparable 1956 period, 
though down to 12 per cent in 
the jatter half. 

Reviewed commodities, fuels | 
and raw materials showed a 
sharp increase during the first 
half due to marked domestic 
industrial activities. tron, steel, 
nonferrous metal and other 
primary metal goods were also 
imported to a great extent, as 


was machinery for industrial 
modernization. 
By regions, Europe and 


Oceania showed large increases 
in shipments. Purchases from 
North America, also 45 per 
cent up from the last year, in- 
Gicated an increase in value of 
$550 million, or more than half 
of the aggregate import rise of 
$1,950 million from the preced- 
ing’ year. 

About half of the increase in 


imports was attributed to added 
Capital investment and 20 el 
cent to pure consumption and

apan’s economic tieup with 
other countries remained at 4 
considerably poor level in 1957 
with its overseas investments 
totaling only 1/28th of the pre 
war average, 

Structure of Japanese Trade 

1. Although the nation’s im- 
ports have shown a sharp in- 
crease after the war, the rate 
of actual dependence on import 
trade is still below the prewar 
level, 

2. Japan should exert special 
efforts for the development of 
the heavy and chemical indus- 
tries, and to attain this end 
must step up the import of raw 
materials for fuel and materials 
for the manufacture of metal 
goods. 

3. The export of medical 
supplies, chemical goods, ma- 
chinery and sundries has been 
remarkable, while that of tex- 
tiie goods is still below average. 

4. Efforts should be stepped 
up for export of various pro- 
ducts. For example, excessive 
competition should be eliminat- 
ed for textile & and produc- 
tion costs reduced further for 
machinery. 

5. Efforts should also be in- 
creased for the development of 
overease markets because of 
various adverse conditions 
abroad, such as moves to re 
strict Japanese imports in the 
United States and Europe, the 
lack of foreign currency re 
serves in Southeast Asia, and 
the passing of the shipbuilding 
boom. 


Bill to Be Sought 
On Radiation Damage 


The Japan Atomic Industrial 
Forum will shortly ask the 
Government to introduce to the 
Diet a bill designed te define 
the responsibility for damage 
caused by atomic radiation. 

The forum will also ask the 
Government to establish an in- 
surance system and study a 
state compensation system for 
such damage.

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Teachers and the Schools 
The agitation of schooiteachers against the efficiency 
rating system continues in many parte of Japan and in 
Wakayama Prefecture has assumed extraordinary heights. 
More than ever before, the conflict has taken on a political 


aspect. 


The Socialist Party, by backing the Japan Teachers 
Union, appears to regard this as a convenient opportunity 
to strike at the Kishi Government, while the teachers, 
many of whom harbor undoubted leftist sympathies, are 
making the report card plan an excuse to try and tighten 
their postwar grip on the educational system as a whole. 

While the Government holds that the report plan is 
necessary to get rid of incompetent teachers and block con- 
trol of the schools by the leftist Teachers Union, the latter 
contends it is designed to repress collective bargaining by 
teachers and threatens freedom of education. 


How the teachers became enmeshed in the web of leftist 
politics and have consequently set their faces against the 
expectations of the nation is something of a mystery but 
it is the probable result of a deliberate attempt to infiltrate 
the schools taken by leftists at the end of World War II. 
That the teachers’ interest in their profession, and sense 
of duty to their young pupils, has proved insufficient to 
enable them to combat this insidious invasion of the 
schools seems surprising but apparently must be accepted 


as a fact. 


It seems equally true that if political considerations 
were entirely removed from the issues between teachers 
and the rest of the nation there would be very little cause 


for dispute. 


Surely the weeding out of incompetent tea- 


chers must be to the general benefit of the profession? And 
surely in their heart of hearts, teachers keen on their great 
task of educating boys and girls so that they may have the 
power in adult life to judge causes and decide matters wise- 
ly \r themselves, do not wish to be classed with a lot of 
leftis, uoctrinairists and cranks? 


The formation of a union for the protection of profes- 
sional interests is perfectly justified, and the putting for- 
‘ward of teachers’ opinions on the subject of their remunera- 
tion and everyday conditions of work, and even methods of 


teaching, is quite legitimate. 


But surely the Government has the right to inquire 
a8 to the efficiency of the teachers and how the children of 


the nation are being taught? 


When we come down to the 


point as to who should make the necessary reports on such 
matters, surely there could be no better persons to carry 
out this responsible task than the principals of the schools? 
We should have thought that conscientious teachers would 
have preferred to have their work reported on by their 
principals, who witness their activities all the time, than 
by casual Government inspectors who can only see their 


work at odd moments. 


Some confusion seems to have arisen, however, in the 
minds of some teachers as to the scope of their duties. 
Teaching is one thing and the administration of education 


another. 


It hardly needs to be emphasized that neither the ac- 
tual work of teaching nor the founding and control of a 
good system of educationa) administration is an easy job. 
A great deal of patient, painstaking effort is required from 
both teachers and administrators and the spectacle of a 
teacher going on a hunger strike in front of an education 
bureau would be merely absurd if it were not tragic. 


The Japanese educational system has its weaknesses. 


What educational system has not? 


But on the whole, it 


has been devised with much care to meet the actual re- 
quirements of the nation and, despite the need for more 
buildings of a suitable character and smaller classes, the 


instruction given is in the main efficient. 


The teachers 


have considerable scope in the matter of the form of pre- 
sentation of the prescribed lessons to their pupils and the 
teaching practices are largely uniform throughout the 
primary schools of the nation. 

That certain subjects, including moral education, have 
been somewhat neglected since the end of the war is true. 
But this is due to political influences, always the enemy 
of education in the best sense of the word. There has been 
a ‘strong fear that the ultrapatrioctism of the past might 
be revived and that this would lead to a possible rebirth of 
militaristic and totalitarian ideas in the rising generation. 
We do not think that today there is any real danger of 
such an undesirable development. 

But the fear that education might take such a turn 
cannot justify any body of teachers trying to force leftist 
and other disruptive views into the educational system. 
Nor is it the duty of the teachers, as such, to question the 
rightness of the decisions given by the electorate at the 


polls, 


It is most unfortunate that education in Japan has 
been plagued by the issues raised by a large body of the 
teachers and we feel we must express a hope that they 
will come round to taking deeper interest in the advance- 
ment of their own professional status and the improvement 
of educational practices, leaving over-all administrative 
matters to the Government and party politics to the 
electorate. At present, education is undoubtedly suffering. 


Tradition vs. Efficiency 


Abolition of Chinese Characters Cletitrat Iesus in Language Reform 


Writing on “the delicious sur- 
prise of the first journey 
through Japanese streets” in an 
article “My First Day in the 
Orient,” a reporter for the 
Times-Democrat of New Orleans 
in 1892 said: 

“And finally, while you are 
still puzzling over the mystery 
of things, there will come to 
you like a revelation *'.« knowl 
edge that most of the amazing 
picturesqueness of these streets 
is simply due to the profusion 
of Chinese and Japanese char- 
acters In white, black, blue, or 
gold, decorating everything— 
even surfaces of doorposts and 
paper screens. 

“Perhaps, then, for one mo- 
ment, you wili imagine the 
effect of BDngiish lettering sub 
atituted for those magical chaer- 
acters; and the mere idea will 
give to whatever aesthetic senti- 
ment you may possess a brutal 
shock, and you will become, as 
I have become, an enemy of the 
Romaji-kwai—that society 
founded for the ugly, utifitarian 
purpose of introducing the use 
of English letters in writing 
Japanese.” 

The reporter was none other 
than Lafeadio Hearn, an “Amer- 
ican” writer in his own estima- 
tion of his literary work though 
legally he was a Britis subject 
until later he became a natural 
ized Japanese at the age of 46. 

Timer have changed since 
then. On the streets of Tokyo, 
we have today a profusion of 
English letters, spelled either 
correctiv or incorrectly. Chinese 
ideographs are retained = ali 
right but the busy thorough- 
fare and the noisy traffic sim- 
ply do not allow any concentra- 
tion of attention on the pictur 
esque ideographs which Hearn 
admired so much. 

Crucial Question 

The ideographs In Japanese 
writing, as they originally devel- 
oped in China, are indeed pic 
torial signs, They are sometimes 
highly complex, consisting of 20 
strokes or more. Phonetic signs, 
which are called “Kana” and are 
as simple and practical as the 
Latin alphabet, are also used in 
our writing. 

The ideographs are therefore 
interspersed with Kana, as may 
be seen in newspapers for ex- 
ample. The crucial question in 
the proposals for language re- 
form in Japan is how many 
ideographs should be used in 
our writing. 

The answer to this question 
runs the whole gamut from the 
strictest conservatism to the 
boldest reforma, reflecting the 
varied cultural, or even political 
viewpoints in Japan. The 
seemingly technical controversy 
over the language reform, 
which has flared up from time 
to time since the first proposal 
for abolition of ideographs in 
1866, goes beyond the mere 
technical sphere. 


The conservative view is that: 


we must not tamper with our 
language because it embodies 
our cultural values. But the 
radical reformists argue that 
Chinese characters should be 
abolished altogether and re 
placed either with kana or 
romaji (Latin alphabet). The 
latter view in favor of Kana 
was exemplified in an articie 
by Chubei Koh, president of 
Kanamojikal, which The Japan 
Times carried on May 25. 
Opposing Views 

It is small wonder that 
utilitarian reformist view ap- 
peals more to foreigners. But 
there was at least one prominent 
exception—Lafcadio Hearn, a 
great appreciator of Japanese 
culture, whose ashes were 
buried in Tokyo after a Bud- 
dhist ceremony in 1904. He said: 

“An ideograph does not make 
upon the Japanese brain any 
impression similar to that 
created In the Occidental! brain 
by a letter or combination of 
letters—dull, inanimate symbols 
of vocal sounds. To the Japanese

Tt is likely that the Bank of 
Japan will soon lower its dis- 
count rates, Prior to resorting 
to any action to lower the rates, 
the second highest in the world, 
the Bank of Japan and the Gov- 
ernment are urged to make 
clear why the rates are to be 
reduced.

brain an ideograph is a vivid 
picture: it lives; fe Speaks, and 
it gesticulates, And the whole 
space of a Japanese street is 
full of such living characters— 
figures that cry out to the 
eyes, words that semile or 
grimace like faces.” 
While the radical conserva- 
tives thus refuse to differen- 
tate the cultural values from 
their vehicles, the radical re- 
formists view the language al- 
most purely from the angle of 
utility or practical conveni- 
ence. For the latter, the langu- 
age reform is a pure technical 
question. Any technique, how- 
ever, serves her purposes 
md it must not be forgotten 
that a living language serves 
not the purposes of communica- 
tion only, but those of con- 
veyance of cultural values also. 
Ideographs Limited 

Japanese newspapers, as a 
matter of fact, have limited the 
number of ideographs to 1,850, 
although some exceptions must 
he made for proper nouns. 
These 1,850 characters were 
chosen for “everyday use” by 
the Education Ministry's Na- 
tional Language Council in 
November 1946 and later adopt- 
ed by the newspapers. 


There are some 50,000 Chi- 
nese characters, of which at 
least 10,000 are contained even 
in a small dictionary. The limi- 
tation to 1850 may therefore 
be considered as fairly drastic 
but only 881 characters are he- 
ing taught im the nine-year 
compulsory education at pres- 
ent. The youngsters are sup- 
posed to learn 1,000 more 
characters on their own in or- 
der to read newspapers and 
popular magazines, 


As far as the popular use of 
Chinese ideographs is concern- 
ed, the limitation to 1,850 can 
now be regarded as a fait ac 
compli. The question now is 
how far beyond this limit we 
should go. 


The strict traditionalists de- 
plore even this limitation. 
Their arguments, however, are 
not necessarily well founded, 


They fear that the Japanese 
will become more and more es- 
tranged from the classics, both 
Japanese and Chinese. It 
would certainly be a great loss. 
But the solution of the problem 
should be sought in classical 
education. After all, one can- 
not expect knowledge of Greek 
and Latin from an ordinary 
citizen. And the Japanese 
language is rapidly changing 
anyway. 

Many Strokes 

Traditionalist complaints from 
poets are quite understandable. 
But a T. S&S. Eliot of Japan may 
use Intricate ideographs that 
are not included In the table 
of characters for everyday use. 
With or without the kanji limi- 
tation, he must admit that he 
is appealing to the intellectual- 
ly aristocratic stratum of the 
nation. 


One reason why the effort 
for language reform was 
smothered in wartime Japan 
was thet ideographs reserved 
for affairs pertaining to the Im- 
perial Family had to be re 
tained. 

The ideograph for the Im- 
perial seal, for example. has 19 
strokes and is preceded by an 
heneriix with six strokes, 


while the ordinary seal has six 
strokes only. The majority of 
the Japanese, including per- 
haps His Majesty himself who 
ie a acientist, will admit that 
the choice between the ordi- 
nary seal and the finer Im- 
perial seal is now largely a 
matter of taste, 

Another group who insisted 
on the use of intricate kanji 
was the military. They pre 
ferred to call boots “henjoka 
(three ideographs, 31 strokes), 
a screw driver “tenrashi” 
(three ideographs, 38 strokes) 
and a sewing machine “hose- 
teuki” (three ideographs, 44 
strokes). Sir Winston Churchill 
orice said Japan lost the war 
because of its intricate and Ulo- 
gical language. 

Even at present, some schol- 
ars use difficult ideographs in 
their terminology. The fun- 
niest example seems to be the 
Japanese word for a constant, 
which is “josu” in mathematics 
and physics, “kosu” in chemis- 
try, “teisu” In engineering and 
“fuhensu” in economics. 

Aloof From People 

The scholarly insistence upon 
dificult words, as seen above, is 
not always prompted by the 
need for accuracy. It some 
times shows that their science 
remains aloof from the experi 
ence of the people. And, in this 
respect, most of our novelists 
are no better. 


In August 1948, the Educa- 
tion Ministry with the support 
of the Civil Information and 
Education Section, GHQ, sur 
veyed the Japanese ability to 
read and write. This survey, 
published im 1951, has proved 
through stratified random campl- 
ing that only 6.2 per cent of the 
Japanese were found accessible 
to the media of mass communi- 
cation despite the extremely 
low rate of complete illiteracy. 


A situation such as this is 
quite serious in democracy. It 
is time that the educated Japa- 
nese should have put an end to 
their selfeatisfaction and com- 
placency. AS we can hardly 
hope to teach more ideographs 
in our compulsory education, 
the need for a language reform 
is apparent, provided that Ja 
pan wants to be a democracy. 

Step by Step 

All this, however, does . not 
justify a rash conclusion that 
jideographs should be abolished 
entirely. Japan must be much 
more ccutious in dealing with 
our cultural heritage. 


While exploring the ibili- 
ty of various plans for guage 
reform, we must proceed step 
by step, confirming the effect of 
each step. The limitation to 
1850 “characters for everyday 
use,” though its effect is saluta- 
ry as a whole, has forced writ- 
ers to use some circumlocution 
or clumsy synonyms. These 
developments should be studied 
more carefully at this moment. 


Taking a cue from the Com- 
munist Chinese language re 
form, a mixed group of Diet 
men and scholars including ex- 
Prime Minister Tetsu Katayama 
issued a declaration last month 
and urged an eventual adoption 
of phonetics, either kana ofr 
romaji. But we must be pre- 
pared to take time in this mat- 
ter.

UAR Refutes Pearson 


To the Editor: 

The Japan Times on June 1, 
1958 under its column “The 
Washington Merry-Go-Round,” 
published an article by Drew 
Pearson in which he stated that 
“In October 1954, as the Israeli 
Army was within a few hours 
of Cairo, Nasser took refuge in 
a cellar in a Calro suburb. His 
policies had failed and he feared 
assassination by his own young 
army officers, at that time the 
Elsenhower Administration 
came to his rescue.” 

The UAR Embassy wishes to 
clarify this particular item in 
this untrue and biased article. 

1. The conspiracy against 
Egypt at that time could be 
summarized as follows: The 
Egyptian main forees were to 
be drawn to the Egyptian east- 
ern frontiers to repel an Israeli 
aggression. As soon as this 
was performed, other aggressors 
would drop in from air and sea 
in the Suez Canal area, thus 
severing Kgyptian Army com- 
munication, and invading 
Egypt's mainland while the lat- 
ter’s armed forces were com- 
pletely isolated. The plot was 
discovered and a historic deci 
sion to withdraw the armed 
forces back to the delta was 
taken by President Nasser. 

Any victory, therefore, could 
not be claimed. Not only the 
Israeli Army but the British 
and French expeditionary forces, 
as well, though geographically 
within a few hours from Cairo, 
could not have advanced against 
the army and civilian resistance 
in whieh every Egyptian man, 
woman and child participated 
in the defense of his land against 
aggressors, 

2. It is a fact that the French 
and British not only bombed 
Cairo but they indiscriminately 
bombed Alexandria, Heliopolis, 
Giza and many other cities. 

3. President Nasser did not 


take refuge anywhere. On the 
contrary, he appeared every- 
where to command the nation. 
He made his historic speech at 
El-Azhar mosque under bomb- 
ing. All ministers who were 
ex-officers returned back to their 
uniforms and assumed actual 
command. To mention one ex- 
ample, the Ministers of Educa- 
tlon and Public Guidance were 
commanders of two Suez Canal 
zone areas, 


4. Saying that Nasser’s poll- 
cles have failed is completely 
untrue. This aggression, more 
than anything else, proved the 
soundness of his policies, and 
the belief and devotion of the 
nation to them. The only hope 
of the aggressors was that as 
soon as the attack started, the 
whole regime would collapse. 
The result was that it was the 
aggressors’ hope, not the re- 
gime’s, that collapsed. The 
unanimous resistance and unity 
of Egypt was surprising, ¢s 
pecially to the aggressors. 

5. The writer can rest assur- 
ed that Nasser can never fear 
assassination, especially from 
his own young army officers. 
No army officer, nor any 
Egyptian can ever think of 
assassinating the man who freed 
his country from foreign op- 
pression, who leads the new 
awakening, who devotes all his 
time, brainer and efforts for the 
good of the Arabs and world 

ace, who regained for his 
country its self-respect, and who 
is conkidered as a historic sym- 
bol of freedom, liberation and 
dignity. 

6. The role the U.S. perform- 
ed at this time was fully re- 
cognized by President Nasser, 
and so were all the efforts made 
by all the peace loving nations’ 
U.N. and world opinion.

Origin of Crisis 


PARIS—Many are groping for 
a key to present events in 
France and their probable 
future meaning. They might 
well ponder the following re- 
markable and well-attested 
story of the beginning of the 
present agonizing crisis. 

It concerns ab 
the moment iz 
when the infu-@ 
riated crowd in 
Aigiers had al- 
ready attacked 
the great build- 
ings of the Gov- 
ernment Gen- 
eral and 
French 
mander $5 
Chief, Gen. 2a 
Salan, had given Alsop 
the task of restoring order to 
his paratroop commander, the 
famous Gen. Massu. 

At this terrible moment, as 
his men were forming up, Gen. 
Massu telephoned Paris to ask 
his masters in the civil govern- 
ment the key question. Should 
he or should he not fire on 
crowd! He pointed out that the 
odds against restoring order by 
auy other means were very 
heavy indeed, and he oye 
that this was essentially po- 
litical choice. 

At that time, of course, there 
was an interregnum in Paris. 
Felix Gaillard, who was hastily 
consulted, replied that he had 
already ceased to be Prime 
Minister and was therefore un- 
able to answer Gen. Massu’s 
question. And Pierre Pflimlin, 
consulted with equal haste, re- 
plied that he had not yet be- 
come Prime Minister and was 
therefore unable to answer 
Gen. Massu's question. In sum 
the civilian politicians refused 
the responsibility of making 
the crucial decision. So Gen. 
Massu restored order in his 
own manner, by joining in the 
formation of the Committee of 
Public Safety.

Consider this episode. Then 
remember the experience of the 
French professional Army in 
the last 10 years, first in Indo- 
china and then in Algeria. 
Many dark places of the present 
situation are thereby iillumi- 
nated. 

What is revealed, above all, is 
the relative freedom of choice 
that a serious and firm French 
Government can still enjoy and 
exercise if it wishes to do so. It 
is true that the crisis was pre- 
cipitated by extremists of the 
right, like Massu’s civilian col- 
leagues on the Algiers Commit- 
tee of Public Safety. ; 

It is also true that some sort 
of plot was already on foot when 
the flerce atmosphere at Algiers 
suddenly clotted into total crisis 
——the code messages of the Al-

giers Radio are proof of that. 

But there is no truth in the 
Widespread impression. that 
right-wing extremists have been 
able, singlehanded, to challenge 
and subvert the legitimate gov- 
ernment of France. Without 
the army, the Soustelles, the 
Delbecques and the others of the 
same kidn would count for 
very little Indeed, even in Al- 
giers.

Furthermore, if you consider 
the history of Gen. Massu’s 
telephone call and all that pre- 
ceded it, you cannot properly 
argue that the civil government 
of France was abandoned by 
the army. At any rate, it is 
just as accurate to say that the 
army was abandoned first by 
the civil government, What, 
then, will the army do now. 
this army which was and is 
the key factor in all this grim 
affair? 

The best answer one can give 
is at once simple and complex, 
disturbing as well as reassur- 
ing. There are, of course, plenty 
of right-wing extremists in the 
French army. The officers who 
joined in the Corsican opera- 
tion, the officers of the para- 
troop outfits that quietly moved 
into the military airdromes of 
metropolitan France in the first 
days of crisis, can hardly have 
included many persons with 
liberal or left-wing views. In 
fact they no doubt included a 
good many with downright 
anti<lemocratic tendencies, 

But this element in the army 
is first of all a minority, and 
secondly, even the extremists 
of the army will accept orders 
from any civil government firm 
enough and decisive enough to 
give orders. On this head, con- 
sider again the episode of Gen. 
Massu, asking whether he 
should do what must. have 
gone so violently against his 
grain. 

It is a terrible thing that the 
legitimate government of France 
should have foundered on a 
double abandonment—an aban- 
donment first of the army by the 
civil authorities, and then, one 
must add, an abandonment of 
the civil authorities by the 
army. But this drama of 
France’s parliamentary govern- 
ment deserves the bitter tagline 
of one of Moliere’s plays: “You 
asked for it, Georges Dandin!”"

For Gen, De Gaulle, in con- 
trast, there will be no danger 
of abandonment. He can give 
his orders, to control or even 
to suppress the right-wing extre- 
mist, for mstance, and they will 
be carried out by the army. 
Furthermore, those who think 
that De Gaulle is likely to be 
the “prisoner” of such men as 
Soustelle and Delbecque can 
hardly have read much of the 
history of the last war. The 
man whom Roosevelt and Chur- 
chill could not make a prisoner 
is hardly likely to become the 
prisoner of such a one as Jac- 
ques Soustelle. 

In sum, the choice will be up 
to Gen. De Gaulle and up to him 
alone. What one cannot predict 
is whether he will be content to 
restore sanity and order in 
France or whether he will imi- 
tate Franco or Salazar. The 
signs are encouraging. But no 
one really. knows the inner mind 
of this looming, remote and 
enormous figure who now do- 
minates the scene in this strife- 
divided country.
